Supervisors unanimously approved 
a 10 per cent pay hike for them, 
effective Dec 4 
The 10 employes involved had said 
they would walk out this morning at 
8 o’clock if they didn't get a pay 
boost to levels of private firms in 
the area 
The walkout would have halted the 
issuance of county salary warrants 
in the amount of $7.1 million to 
county and school district employes 
on Friday as required by law. 
County-Auditor Paul Floyd said 
Floyd said the keypunch operators 
had been under unusual work stress, 
and had clocked thousands of hours 
of overtime this year, and pay levels 
were 
below 
those 
of 
private 
employers, one of whom located 
next 
door 
to 
the 
County 
Administration Building had begun 
hiring the county workers away with 
10 percent pay increases. 
Floyd told surprised supervisors 
he had intended as a last resort to 
furnish the 10 employees with $1,050 
out of his own funds to make up the 
pay boost until Jan 28 and thereby 
allow him to “ meet his obligation to 
get pay checks out on time ” 
Floyd, who assumed the auditor's 
post last March 1, and who gets 
$23,000 a year, said he had “ raided’’ 


his 
14-year-old 
son's 
college 
preparation fund to pay for the 
employes' pay boost temporarily, if 
the supervisors hadn't acted in time 
The pay boost met with the 
approval of the County Employees 
Assn and the 10 employes who were 
represented by the employes' group 
County Clerk J.E . Lewis said his 
election division which also relies on 
data processing won’t be able to 
mail out 150.000 sample ballots for 
the general election on time Friday 
even without a work stoppage in the 
data processing department 


The dispute among the keypunch 
operators has been simmering since 
last summer, when they were given 
only a 2l 2 percent pay boost this 
year in company with about 1.000 
other county employes. 
The supervisors decided to come 
up with the extra pay after an 
executive 
session 
They 
didn't 
comment as they approved the pay 
ordinance granting the boost 


Earlier the keypunch crew had 
turned down a county proposal 
which would have shortened their 
five-step salary range to three- 
ranges, enabling both operators and 
supervisors to start at the third 
range, 
while 
not 
increasing 
maximum 
salaries. 
This 
was 
regarded as mainly a move to help 
recruit new keypunch operators, not 
help those already on the job 
Current five-step salary' range of 
keypunch operators is from $478 to 
$582 biweekly.

“ Asking for such an increase 
shows the monopolistic attitude of 
large companies.” Scttt said

They add that the COAP figures also reveal that 75 per 
cent of the inventory area (414.014» acres is now "open 
space . that is, in agricultural or recreational use or 
undeveloped 
This category includes golf courses and 
resorts, camp grounds and grazing areas 
About 24 per cent 1131.000 acres i are in developed areas, 
including harbors and marinas and government facilities, 
initiative opponents conclude 
Conflicting with Mills’ statistics, another opposition 
study puts the urban usage of the shoreline at 20 per cent 
with 80 per cent taken up by “ semi-urban, agricultural or 
recreational uses.” 
A set of statistics that hasn't been disputed details that 
Californians demand for coastal recreation is burgeoning

Los Angeles < Huntington Beach, Santa Monica. ElSegundo, 
etc.) and portions of several others.

SACRAMENTO (Capitol)

folks. He'd doing the best he

Besides, it isn’t his 
fault — as he'll be only too 
happy to tell anyone who 
takes the time to ask 
The U.S. Postal Service, 
self-supporting successor to 
the Post Office Department 
a n d 
Ben 
F r a n k l i n s 
brainchild, 
has 
been 
in 
existence for a couple of 
years now, and complaints 
a b o u t 
s e r v i c e 
a r e 
increasing 
Not long ago, a high USPS 
official 
told a California 
audience that “all we have 
to offer is service." 
He may not have known 
it, but service was better in 
Ben Franklin's day. 
In 
a 
recent 
test, 
the 
publisher of the Ellsworth 
(Me.) American posted a 
pair of letters to the town of 
Surrey, seven miles distant. 
More correctly, he posted 
one of the letters; the other 
he had delivered by ox cart 
The ox cart letter was 
delivered in three hours, 
seven 
minutes 
and 
30 
seconds. 
The USPS delivery of the 
other letter took an extra 19 
hours, 52 minutes and 30 
seconds 
Closer to home. California 
firms report high priority 
mail, 
air 
and 
special 
delivery, has managed to 
take 
eight 
days 
from 
Sacramento posting to Los 
Angeles delivery. 
To add insult to injury — 
including actual 
financial 
injury in the particular case 
cited — other mail from the 
same source to the same 
destination and mailed at 
the same time, but with only 
an eight cent stamp to set 
the 
quality 
of 
service 
desired, took only 15 hours 
to be delivered 
It’s 
enough 
to 
make 
strong men weep — or get 
angry 
And 
it 
ap p e ars 
the 
nation’s letter carriers and 
postal clerks, the ones who 
get 
the 
static 
from 
an 
understandably irate public, 
are taking the latter course 
They are angry 
- and 
getting angrier! 


An official publication of 
the National Association of 
Letter Carriers, AFL-CIO, 
commented: 
“The service rendered by 
the USPS has in the past 
been 
called 
disgraceful, 
shoddy, deteriorating and 
even 
a 
fraud. 
What 
is 
happening today cannot be 
described by any adjectives 
known to man." 
A California official of the 
same 
union 
told 
Capitol 
News Service: 
“The NALC and the letter 
carriers themselves want to 
restore service to the people 
of 
this 
country. 
The 
government 
should

proper postal service to the 
people They pay for it and 
they deserve it — but they 
aren ’t getting it." 
The problem,

results from USPS efforts to 
save money — but in the
